The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not show an adjustable extension arm with a first and 
second channel members with a first cavity therethrough and an elongated hollow 
member with is fixedly secured within the first cavity, also having roller units fixedly 
coupled to the first end of the reinforcing member. The prior art shows the first and 
second members slidingly fixed with respect to one another. 

The prior art also does not show an adjustable extension arm with a hollow body 
and an inner surface, with two couplings fixedly attached to the ends of the extension 
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arm wherein the coupling is attached to within the body of the extension arm and 
wherein the inner surface of the hollow body has a void which exposed the inner 
surfaces of the body, which can be filled with a mass of aluminum material.
